G-97 adopted November 26, 1963, as amended, is amended by va¬ 
cating : 


A portion of the East-West alley South of 
Creighton Avenue lying between Hanna Street 
and Weisser Park Avenue, more particularly 
described as follows: 

Starting at the east right-of-way line of 
Hanna Street and the northwest corner of 
Lot #14 of Hayden's Subdivision; thence east 
along the north line of Lot #14 a distance of 
150 feet to the northeast corner of Lot #14; 
thence continuing in the same direction a dis¬ 
tance of 15 feet to the northwest corner of 
Lot #9 of Hayden's Subdivision then north by 
the deflection to the left and parallel to 
the west right-of-way line of Hanna Street to 
the south line of Lot #15 of Hayden's Sub¬ 
division; thence west along the south line 
of Lot #15 a distance of 165 feet to the east 
right-of-way line of Hanna Street, also being 
the southwest corner of Lot #15; thence south 
along the right-of-way line of Hanna Street 
to the northwest corner of Lot #14 also being 
the point of beginning.

decree and an assessment of benefits and damages to affected 
property owners. 

SECTION 4. That the Ordinance shall be effective upon 
passage, approval by the Mayor and due legal publication.
